MORENO HURLS INSULTS AT WESTMAN, REPORTERS. COLLEAGUES 


The following is the transcript of Councilor Valentine 
Moreno's remarks before the Town Council, May 17, which 
resulted in a censure motion by Councilman Paul Field- 
stad. 


Valentine R. Moreno, 

Councilman-at-Large. 

I have things to say that I have been refused the right to say as a 
councilman on the dais. First and foremost, I’d like to take issue with 
reporter Migliore for the Union for a long diatribe whose last sen¬ 
tence said that the censure was a 9 to 6 vote. Since it was a 9 to 6 vote 
it must be realized to those of us in conference in executive session 
that it was a general understanding that it was a 14 to 1 vote that we 
censured the manager. The last line 9 to 6 vote which means sure as 
something. 

I’m going to have to watch my language because we may be on TV 
later and I don't want to disappoint anybody. But. as sure as shoot¬ 
ing, 9 to 6 means when that manager was censured he was censured 
for a purpose. The manager was censured, isn’t it strange out of a 
half a page of writing in the Sunday paper not once was the comment 
brought down to the nitty gritty where it was proven, proof that the 
manager broke the law and lied continually for three hours. Now, this 
morning we see another nice little qiiip and it’s always the manager 
that is the source. He goes to the newspapers first, then he comes to 
us. I think he owes each and everyone of the councilmen an apology 
because the article requests that it’s going to be an X-rated movie, 
that we’re going to do a great deal of cussing so we got to bleep the 
meeting before they publish it and so on and I think that is absolutely 
the kind of stuff that will never make him my favorite son. I think 
that he owes us an apology. 


Now, I’ll get down to the duty of the message that I originally in¬ 
tended and it’s in the same vein but, I’m taking to task those council¬ 
ors who are guilty of leaking information, erroneous information, to 
newspaper reporters and they in turn, especially those who have used 
that erroneous information, the reporters that have used it. 

In some thirty-two years of civic, social and political life in the 
Town of Agawam I have been accused as Jim Smith of the Daily 
News has done, and Andy Gallano has done in the Advertiser and 
Migliore of the Union has done and are doing. But you know of all 
these many years there never has been anyone that can point a finger 
of guilt, of wrongdoing of any type of wrongdoing or scandal or other¬ 
wise of me. Valentine R. Moreno. Oh, I have been ridiculed by rumor 
by sotto voce stories, inuendo and so on but, never has hnyone, after I 
challenged them to prove to back up their statement, any iota of their 
statement, have been able to do so. including the Springfield 
newspapers and the Agawam Advertiser, and I would make that 
challenge now of Ms. Migliore; she is in the room now. Some of the 
language I use in this statement may seem strong but it represents 
my feelings, my true feelings of the reporters of the Springfield 
newspapers, especially one J. Smith, the local editor who has spewed 
filthy untruths to try and smear my character, my ability, my know¬ 
how, my integrity. Therefore, I find what I have to say is no worse 
than Smith and his informants, some of the councilors, at least I tell 
the truth. 

First. I want to set straight the record. J. Smitlj has attended only 
one meeting of the council to my knowledge and his visit was to this 
room, and he was here for approximately for a half an hour to talk to 
one of the reporters and then he left in nearly four years of our coun¬ 
cil's meetings, and yet he has the audacity to do what he did on the 
12th Sunday or date 12th. 

’Hie stupidity of J. Smith is immediately displayed in his first para¬ 
graph of his “Suburban Slant” how appropos article of May 12 when 


he said "the petition drive is to dump the council manager from 
government." That, of course, is a lie as you had just heard earlier 
tonight. I use the word lie because a responsible reporter would have 
checked out the truth. Jim Smith’s next line said, “Council meetings 
have become plodding spectacles, fogged with windy soliloquies and 
trivial arguments”; that, of course, is another lie because where I 
am concerned of course he spoke of me. the record shows my knowl¬ 
edge of government exceeds most others in this town and surely most 
of those in this room. Therefore, my efforts to put the council on 
track to operate by the book, by the law and the rules was to serve ihe 
purpose of the people of Agawam. JIM SMITH IS A LIAR BECALSE 
WHEN HE COMES FROM UNDER HIS ROCK, HIS ALCOHOLIC 
SOAKED ROCK TO DO HIS WRITING HE AND ALL HIS LITTLE 
ROCKS, WORMS HIS INFORMANTS WHO COME FROM UNDER 
THEIR ROCKS CRAWL TO A BAR TO PLOT THEIR SCURVEY 
LIES SMITH’S INFORMANTS ARE USING HIM LIKE A PROSTI¬ 
TUTE (MY APOLOGIES TO THE PROSTITUTES) ALTHOUGH IT 
HAS BEEN ALLEGED JIM SMITH IS AN ALCOHOLIC AND A 
HOMOSEXUAL, OTHERS ALLEGE HE IS TRYING TO BREAK 
BOTH HABITS BUT THAT IS HIS PROBLEM, NOT MINE. He.

that's How Bad 

Those who doubt how bad U.S. commercial television 
is need only glance at the record for the concluding 
season. There were more than thirty new shows last 
fall from the three commercial networks; only about 
one in three survives, after only eight months! 

Considering the hundreds of millions lavished on 
sets, writing, salaries, promotion, etc., one would 
think producers and network executives could by this 
time create shows generally acceptable-even if each 
'new offering isn’t a smash hit. 

The solution lies in quality and less emphasis on 
aiming at the lowest possible denominator (the morons) 
but too many producers are incapable of producing in¬ 
telligent American comedy or American family fim; 
they’ve never known it. Television has been notorious 
since its earliest days for loud, brassy, situation 
shouting—which isn’t humorous to the average American. 

In short, too many producers and directors really 
don’t know what average American life is all about— 
what the average Americans feels, believes and enjoys.

Brandt On LBJ 


Willy Brandt, in memoirs now being published in 
West Germany, confirms what some have known for a 
long time that Lyndon B. Johnson was a disaster as 
far as U.S. and European relations were concerned. 

Johnson was woefully weak in his international af¬ 
fairs background when he first came to Congress and 
never seemed to have made up that gap. He understood 
the American domestic scene and he knew American 
politics—perhaps better than any contemporary. He was 
a master at pariiamentaiy maneuver and handling 
fellow Senators. 

His weakness in the field of foreign affairs was the 
reason he went overboard to such a degree in Asia. In 
comparing Marshal Ky to Churchill, during one visit to 
South Vietnam, he clearly revealed a lack of perspec¬ 
tive and historical background. 

Brandt says LBJ forced hosting Germans to reopen 
retail stores long after they had closed on successive 
, nights so that he could buy souvenirs and personal items, 
that he was more interested in bargain-hunting than in 
the Berlin wall. 

U.S. diplomats were dismayed when LBJ began dis¬ 
tributing rather inexpensive pens to hosts in Holland 
and other countries, leaving them aghast. Other corn- 
ball behavior reduced his stature in the eyes of dip¬ 
lomats and officials in western Europe. 

Richard Nixon, on the other hand, was solidly based 
in the field of international relations and he handled 
his Secretary of State, not the reverse, Brandt reports. 
Nixon, of course, extracted the nation from the ruinous, 
costly, inflationary and divisive Vietnam quagmire. He 
is likely to be well regarded by historians in the field 
of foreign affairs because of this, his China policy, 
detente, etc., despite Woodward and Bernstein.

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SchSesinger's Demagoguery 

James Schlesinger, sore at having been fired as Sec¬ 
retary of Defense, continues his attacks on the Ford 
Administration. His latest, however, is pure demagog¬ 
uery and hardly worth the type newspapers have de¬ 
voted to it. 

In his initial bitterness over having been summoned 
to the White House on a Sunday morning and given walk¬ 
ing papers, Schlesinger aimed attacks at the President 
and the new Secretary for not concentrating sufficient¬ 
ly on a conventional weapons buildup nor exhibiting 
a tough enough line with the Soviet Union. 

Ironically, it’s Schlesinger who’s to blame for a 
scandalously inferior U.S. posture in the conventional- 
weapons field. He was the country’s top defense offi¬ 
cial when the disparity in conventional weapons grew 
so sharply. He allowed it to occur. 

His latest tact is apparently aimed at turning Amer¬ 
ican Jews against the Ford Administration. He now 
charges U.S. policy has been too tough on Israel! This 
is so absurd it doesn’t deserve repeating. U.S. policy 
has been so pro-Israel, and U.S. aid so tremendous to 
Israel (and strictly limited to Arab countries), Washing¬ 
ton is in danger of losing all its Arab friends. 

In addition, it was Schlesinger himself who was up¬ 
set when Henry Kissinger proposed to send Pershing 
missiles to Israel! How the picture changes when pas¬ 
sion and politics are involved!"

Quinn emphasized 
that he has no political 
obligations and, if elected, he 
would provide individual 
representation for the voters 
of Agawam. “I would not 
view Agawam voters simply 
as constituents ora collection 
of special interest groups, but 
as individual people with in¬ 
dividual problems,” Quinn 
said. 

If elected, Quinn plans to 
hold open office hours on a 
weekly basis at a convienient 
location, where Agawam 
voters can air complaints or 
submit suggestions. “For too 
long, the average Agawam 
voter has been lost in the 
shuffle of ‘backroom’ 
politics.” Quinn stated, “and 
now is the time to restore 
communication between the 
voter and his state 
legislator.” 

Quinn further cited the 
need for new political 
leadership in Agawam. 

‘Agawam is a growing, 
thriving community,” he 
said, “and requires new, 
dynamic leadership in the 
State House.” Quinn stressed 
that, as State Represen¬ 
tative he wouid “initiate new 
legislation rather than simp¬ 
ly react to bills that other 
legislators have introduced. 
“Agawam needs a voice on 
Beacon Hill, not an echo.” he 
said.

Not many citizens of Agawam are aware* that there is 
another TV studio located in town, but there is. Located at the 
Agawam High School are facilities to film and project 
programs through Cable TV. 

Students participating in the audio visual classes operate 
the complex equipment provided by Spectrum Cablevision,^ 
Inc. as part of the contract with the town. 

The facilities provide for the taping of live programs and 
from those shown on the networks. The use of equipment 
teaches students the manipulation of the switches, line in 
monitor, line out monitor, amplifiers, modulator, and 3/4” 
video cassette. In addition, students learn about microphone 
and sound pick up, feedback, lighting, script direction, cue 
board, etc. 

The system offers many potentials, such as broadcasting 
school news, weather, disc jockey shows and live programs. 
Plans are in the making to televise school operettas, athletic 
functions and graduation exercises. 

Besides school uses, the system will benefit those having 
Cable TV throughout the towns of Agawam and West 
Springfield. They could be the recipients of programs such as 
community news, senior citizens’ functions, holiday func¬ 
tions, special interest programs, council meetings and other 
government meetings. 

Presently there are monitors in the high school classrooms 
and as students learn programming, will expand both in the 
classrooms and throughout the community. 

The TV school activities are under the direction of Roland 
Pressey.
